BE CIRCULATED 
FOR AMENDMENT 


Proposal Is to Make Supreme 
Court Judges Terms 10 Years; 
R. R. Commissioners 6 Years 


A campaign to obtain 20,000 signa- 


tures to petitions asking submission of 
a constitutional amendment to the vot- 
ers in November providing that supreme 
court judges shall serve terms of ten 
years and that members of the board of 
railroad commissioners s h a l l 
serve 


terms of six years has been instituted 
here. The committee for the petition- 
ers is composed of V. E. Smart, traffic 
expert of the railroad commission; E. B. 
Cox'and Maurice Daffy, Bismarck; Ed- 
ward F. Flinn, Devils Lake, and Dean 
Hugh E. Willis, of the university law 
school, Grand Forks. 


The. proposed "amendment provides 


that the Judge receiving the highest 
number of votes in November shall 
serve for ten years, the next highest 
for eight years and the third for six 
years., One judge would be elected 
every two years. Similarly it provides 
the candidates receiving the highest 
number of votes for railroad commis- 
sion shall serve six years, the next 
highest four years and the third high- 
est two years. Hereafter one would be 
elected every two years for a six-year 
term. 


Mr. Smart, announcing Ijis intention 


to make a drive for signatures to the 
petition, said that the petitioners felt 
that if there were six year terms for 
railroad commissioners it would provide 
greater incentive for members to make 
the deep study required on technical 
matters, would attract highly qualified 
men, 
take the board out of politics and 


permit a trained staff to be maintained 
for Indefinite period. A two-year term 
is only long enough for a member to 
get thoroughly acquainted with his du- 
ties, Mr. Smart declared. 


An effort will be«made to have signa- 


tures to petitions in by July 1. They 
must be filed by July 8, 120 days bet 
fore the election.

Government chemists, after seven years' study, 


leil some interesting things about it. 


Since 1860, at least 35 flour iSTffls have been 


wrecked by explosions of flour diust. Old-timers 
will recall the record explosion of 1878, when five 
separate flour mills were blown up in. Minneapolis 
with a loss of 18 lives. 


In 1917 a similar explosion in a grain elevator 


destroyed enough grain to feed 200,000 people foi 
a year. 


David J. Price, engineer in charge of Unck 


Sam's investigation of dust explosions, says that 
dust in general is a high explosive. 


Combustible dust is an unavoidable by-product 


of about 21,000 manufacturing plants in our 
country. 


Terrific explosions lurk in the dust of coal, cork, 


aluminum, cottonseed, rubber, sawdust, sugar, 
starch and spices. 


Many factories have been burned to the ground 


by fire started by spontaneous combustion in dust 
accumulated deeply on rafters. 


The housewife, however, can go ahead baking 


bread and swiping dust disrespectfully aftei 
sweeping, without fear. 


For dust, while explosive, is iiard to "set off." 
The thing that appeals to the scientific side of 


your mind is the enormous power that must be 
locked up in everything.

tiny atoms will be released and utilized by man. '^ 


Search for this atomic-power utilization is 


keeping many a scientist working overtime in his 
laboratories For years it has .been one of Sir 
Oliver Lodge's main goals. 


The fact that flour or the dust of such things 


as cork and rubber contain explosive powers like 
dynamite suggests that a generation or two from 
now people may be using entirely different kinds 
of power than at present. 


For all we know, gasoline, coal and electricity 


may become obsolete, their place taken by a small 
machine that will release the thunderbolts locked 
up in tiny atoms.

FOR TREATING SAND 
DEVICE 


Engineer* of California Bureau 


Public RotdsUrt'Blower to 


Obtain Material. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


A new method of treating a local 


sand to make it conform to the speci- 
fications for a concrete road has been 
adopted by the engineers of the bo- 
reau of public works in charge 
of 
California 
federal-aid 
project 


No. 4L .Near the' south end of 
the project 
no local sand could 


be found which would conform to the 
requirements of the specifications ap- 
proved by the bureau of roads of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. These prescribed that the .sand 
should contain no morejban 5 per 
cent of material which would pas* 
a 100-mesh sieve. The local sand ana- 
lyzed about 15 to 20 per cent, which 
was entirely too high to permit its 
use. 


Instead of falling back upon the Im- 


portation of suitable sand from an- 
other locality, the engineers devised 
a plant* for blowing the fine partlclea 
from the sand, this district iff ex- 
tremely arid, and in summer the tem- 
perature sometimes mounts to 120 de- 
grees in the shade, so that the sand Is 
very dry when worked. The device 
used consists of an ordinary conveyor, 
which lifts the sand to a revolving 
screen. Material which will pass a 
one-fourth-inch mesh 
la discharged 


Into a hopper under the screen and 
then through a narrow opening into 
a storage bin below. In falling from 
the hopper to the bin, the sheet of 
sand passes directly in front of a 
nozzle, which directs against it a cur- 
rent of air from a centrifugal air 
blower. By means of a pressure, reg-

Bentonite, a clay like substance 


formed from volcanic ash 
and 
found largely in Wyoming,

used in the de-inking process. It 
has a faculty of dissolving the 
ink and leaving the paper in a 
perfectly clear condition. 
Because of the cheapness of 


the new process, laboratory offi- 
cials believe that much of 
the 


news print annually used can 
now be salvaged.
